The statement concerning conces- 


sions given out by the attoiney gen- 
eral sho\vs that the company has not 
received the exclusive concession nor 
has it combined with any company to 
exclude other American companies. It 
provides that the company is to con- 
struct and maintain Pacific cables, the 
company's lines to 
touch 
only 
at 


points in American 
territory; 
fixes 


maximum rates to be charged; pro- 
vides that government messages are 
to have priority over all others; that 
the government has the right to pur- 
chase thn line and may assume 
full 


control or i ut the line during war; 
specifics a minimum speed of trans- 
mission, government assumes no li- 
ability: the right Is reserved by con- 
gioss to amend the contract at any 
time.

the large companies can do for them 
in the way of freight rates in the 
case of -m increase of wages is de- 
cided upon. 
The miners' representa- 


tives go to Washington to find out 
what the companies had to offer. Both 
ardenlly wished for success, but it 
was not within their power to say 
what will be the outcome. 


Although the 
miners' representa- 


tives did not know why they were 
summoned to Washington, they be- 
lieve the companies have something: to 
offer. 
Before leaving Mitchell had a 


conference with his 'istrict presidents. 
The nature of it could not be learned. 


The outlook for a settlement remains 


hopeful, In fact, more hopeful than 
ever. Conversations with attorneys of 
the coal operators nnd the 
miners 


show that all are wearying of thn 
strife and \villing to waive a point 
here and there in order to end the un- 
certainty of the situation and restore 
peace and harmony to the community 
and the coal tirade generally. 


The "conciliation" or sub-commitfee

Selec.t a 
small sugar pumpkin of deep yellow 
color, pare off the rind after cutting- 
into inch slices, then cut into pieces 
two Inches long, put into a

MR. CLEVELAND AT HOME. 


The Observations and Impressions of 


a Recent Visitor. 


All h" desires is to be left in peice 


and quiet to onjoy the beautiful home 
life he is living- here, almost under 
the shadows of "Old Nassau's" walls, 
and, as he phrases it himself, "so far 
In the lountry that it is almost im- 
possible for politics to reach (me) 
him." 
He asks- no greater boon than 


that he may be left to live this life un- 
disturbed. It is a life lived in n magni- 
ficent old colonial mansion, set down in 
a grove of old forest trees that are just 
now- rioting In a wealth of autumnal 
color. The place is crowded with com- 
forts ainl houses his 
beautiful 
wife 


and their charming children, two of 
whom—the younger girls—played in 
the spacious corridor about the door of 
the room in which we were seated. 
About the place is an air of dignity and 
repose, such as an ex-President of the

Personally Mr. Cleveland has chang-

Two Companions Had no Chance to 


Rescue Him Alive. 


Israel Turner was 
kill-d Saturday 


afternoon at the Palmer s ind bank by 
a fall of gravel. 
He 
!• ives a wife 


and one child. 


The accident happened between four 


and live o'clock. Turner and Michael 
Palmer and a boy, Franl- Hicks, were 
loading a wagon with gra. el. The wag- 
on was backed alongside the wall of the 
bank and a little way out. Palmer was 
on a ledge about six 1 'et high and 
eight or ten feet west of the wagon. 
The boy was loading th, fore part of 
the wagon and Turner w as working at 
the back, fie was prettv close to the 
wall and Hicks says th; t he had re- 
marked that it would In a bad place 
to get out of if there should be a fall, 
but Turner thought then was no dan- 
ger. 
Without any warni-ig a patch of 


gravel amounting to about ten wagon 
loads fell off the side of the bank. Pal- 
mer was knocked off the ledge and un- 
der the wagon and the be"- was stunned 
by being struck on tho back of the 
head with a 
stone. 
When Palmer 


scrambled out from under the wagon 
and stopped the team, which had start- 
ed to run, tho boy was on bis back, ap- 
parently stunned and there was no sign 
of Turner. He got the boy up and the 
two of them started to (Us Turner out. 
They could not make mu, h headway as 
Palmer had been thrown against the 
wheel of the wagon and his shoulder 
hurt. He sent the boy for help and he 
notified the police and a number of men 
soon arrived at the bank and finally dug 
out the body of Turner, who had been 
thrown behind the wagon by the rush 
of gravel and buried under three feet 
of rock and sand. 


Ho was badly crushed about the head 


and his left leg was broken above the 
ankle. There was hardly a whole bone 
left in the skull and the lower jaw was 
broken in two places. A gaping crack 
starting at the right temple extended 
to the crown of the head and through 
it bulged the brain tissue. 
The face 


was scratched by the sand as if some 
one had taken a sharjj comb and raked 
it. 


Coroner Dawson was called and the 


family placed 
the 
remains 
In his 


charge and they were taken to his es- 
tablishment on Main street, where an 
inquest will bo held Monday morning 
at 0 o'clock. 


Israel Turner lived at 
146 South 


Church street with his; wife and child. 
He came to Macon county early last 
spring and for several 'months worked 
for farmers near Dalton City. Later 
he came to Decatur and went to work 
for the Wabash, helping al the round- 
house and working with the extra gang. 
For the last few wee^s he had worked 
for Michael Palmer and the latter says 
that he was a good woikman, obliging 
and efficient. 
• His father, William .Turner, lives at 
infield, White, county/'and his wife's 
father, William Thackeray, 
lives at 


Millshoal in the same , county. 
They 


were telegraphed for last night and 
upon their arrival the arrangements 
for the funeral will berrnade.

Argentina Inflicts Heavy Tax on 


Bachelors. 


One of the most novel and determin- 


•d efforts to drive the bachelor to mat- 
Imony or suicide is the lawwhich has 
vcen promulgated in one of the states 
formins the. Argentina- federation. A 
man i.-i marriageable in Argentina when 
ne has completed his twentieth year. 
If, from that dtite, and till he passes 
his thirtieth birthday, he wishes to re- 
main single, he must pay $5 a month 
to the state. For the next five years, 
the tax increases 100 per cent. Between 
35 and 50 the bachelor is supposed to 
have crystallized into a confirmed state 
and a. strong financial jolt is considered 
necessary to avvake him from his leth- 
arpry. He isi therefore, mulcted to the 
tune of $30 V month. 


From his fiftieth year to five beyond 


the scriptural three-score and ten, the 
bachelor is mulcted thirty dollars, but 
having reached tha seventy-fifth year, 
relief finally comet* and the taS be- 
comes nominal, being reduced to nine 
dollars per annum. After eighty a. man 
can remain single without paying any- 
thing. There is it paragraph relating 
to widowers, who are given three years 
yet-rs in which to mourn and pick a 
sucessor. 


If a man is unable to pay his taxes 


he is put in prison, unless he can show 
a just cause, such as lack of employ- 
ment or sickness. 
A man who can 


prove that he has received three de- 
clinations in one year is also 
consid- 


ered to have earned 'immunity from 
taxation. It is said that the law works 
like a charm.

examinations for her second year at 
Wellesley College, and is now a student 
at Bradford Acadamy. The faculty at 
Wellesley will have nothing to say 
about the matter beyond the mere fact 
that Miss Washington was not profi- 
cient in her music, but among the girls 
opinions are expressed plentifully. 


Despite a great deal of newspaper 


talk to the effect that Miss Washington 
was heartily welcomed by her co-stu- 
dents and made much of, the fact is 
that the code-go was divided into fac- 
tions over her, southern girls, of whom 
there 
are a good many at Wellesley, 


absolutely refused to associate with a 
colored girl, and they were upheld by 
many others.

in Austria. 


Recently an Important decision was 


rendered by the provincial civil court 
of Vienna, which shows the urgcnl nc- 
'.essity to American and English wo- 
men who may be contemplating mar- 
riage with an Austrian subject of first 
obtaining competent legal advice in the 
matter. In the. present 
instance an 


Austrian named Clemens Kolischer was 
married in London in 1838 to an Eng- 
lish woman, a singer, by a civil cere- 
mony. Kolischer described himself as 
having no religious faith, and the bride 
gave herself as belonging to the Pro- 
testant church. Kolischer recently ap- 
plied to the Vienna courst for a legal
